Chicken Cancer Which Produces 


Its Own Preventive Discovered 


BY HOWARD W. 

NEW YORK, March 10.—()— 
A chicken cancer which produces its 
own preventive has been found at 
the Rockefeller Institute of Medical 


Research. 

It is described as “some substance 
or condition inhibiting” cancer ac- 
tivity, in am announcement published 
in Science, official organ of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 

The cancer is called chicken tumor 
No. 1, a sarcoma, attacking connec- 
tive tissues of the body, and is not 
a human cancer. The Rockefeller 
study aims at finding clews to the 
human kind. 

e “inhibiting” substance was 
found in an extract of the cancer 
material, the nature of which was 
exactly the opposite of a preventive. 
This extract increased the produc- 
tion of ‘cancer. 

Some of it was put through an ex- 
tremely fine filter, and then injected 
into rabbits. In these animals it pro- 


BLAKESLEE. ¢duced a serum which had the inhibit- 


ing effect on the chickens. ; 

The report cites further experi- 
ments showing that the preventive 
stuff could have come only from the 
ecancer-active substance; that it is in 
some manner a product of the can- 
cer itself. 

Whatever this substance may be, 
neither the activating nor the inhibit- 
ing principles are visible. Often wa- 
ter containing them remains perfect- 
ly clear. pe 

The Rockefeller scientists report 
certain wave lengths of ultraviolet 
light can “inactivate” the agent caus- 
ing this kind of cancer. The light 
possessing such lethal power differs 
fr . the wave lengths of ultravio- 
let, which kill living bacteria and the 
viruses and bacteriophage about 
whose living qualities there is scien- 
tific disagreement. The report says 
the difference in light is significant, 
but gives no further explanation.

Leigh Makes Suggestions. 

With the near approach of the pre- 
liminary eliminations, Randolph 
‘Leigh, director of the national con- 
‘test, has issued a statement calling 
‘attention to the effect which the new 
time limit will have on the speaking 
technique ef the contestants. He ex- 
presses the belief that speakers should 
follow a somewhat different plan for 
the six-minute speech, as contrasted 
with the longer type of speech. 

“The contest last year,” he 
“nroved clearly the effectiveness of 
good, vivid, terse language, and the 
futility of cumbersomely constructed 
sentences. In the first place, there 
must be a greater effort than ever to 
make a vivid presentation of ideas. 
The sentences, even the very words, 
must be shorter, in order to secure 
the maximum result within the short 
time alloted the speaker. The speech 


says. 


words and clauses. On the contrary, 
contestants, driven by necessity 
to use stout Anglo-Saxon words, have 
shown what results they can produce ! 
in this direction. We have been too 
thorougbly Latinized already in our 
oratorical ideals. A return'‘to patrial 
phrases will awaken our ears once 
more to the striking beauty of our 
Saxon tongue. The contest and con- 
testants have gained by this rediscov- 
ery of our quickening small words, 
which always have been used with 
great effect by the real masters of 
English. 

“However, the most obvious differ- 
ence in the speeches under the six- 
minute limit as contrasted with those 
of the longer type has been in the 
speaking technique of the orators. I 
have heard hundreds of short speeches 
in this contest and in connection with 
other events and have observed that 
after about six or seven minutes in 
the speech of even the most seasoned 
speaker there comes a marked sag- 
ging in the driving power of the ora- 
tor. It was to avoid this that the 
speeches were shortened experimentat- 
ly to six minutes last year, with such 
success that that time limit is being 
retained this year. 

Uprush of Words. 

“I do not mean by ‘driving power’ 

any tight-fisted Straliing to compel 


people .te listen whet they like. it 
or not.” That kind of effort kills real 
oratory. To me, driving power means 
a hot and genuine uprush of word 
and tone from the very depths of a 
man, lighting him up—and with him 


every one within the range of his 
voice, 

“In the old oratory, in which the 
speaker devoted an hour or two to 
developing his theme, the first few 
minutes of the oration were devoted 
to giving the pitch or tone for what 
was to follow. In that initial period 
of coutact the orator also ‘got the 
feel’ of his crowd. But, however the 
speaker went about his approach, 
there was an invariable recession of 
feeling after the first full contact with 
audience. The orator thereafter 


moved slowly into his subject and 


“In the modern, after-dinner type 
of public speaking, there should be 
no such recession of fervor, even 
though the initial strain of acquaint- 
anceship between speaker and audi-« 
ence may prompt it. Above all, there 
must be no such lag in so brief a 
performance as a six-minute speech. 

“The speaker must mount swiftly 
and surely to his climax. Of course, 
he should not give the outward ap- 
pearance of striving to do that, but 
he must do it just the same. He 
may even cover his swift ascent by 
an artful indirectness, flashing out 
toward the very last with an idea 
whicn knits together all that has 
been said before. His thought must 
be swift without being in the least 
hurried. It must be moving, but so 
mirrored in beauty as to seem with- 
out metion. And to that thought 
word and gesture and feeling~ must 
be suited.

SALESMAN 1S HANGED

Miss 
Campbell ,announced, however, that 
she was going away with the boy 
where he could grow wp among peo 
ple who knew nothing of the circume 
stances of his parenthood. 

Rouse, 2 35-year-old traveling salese 
man, drove from Northampton early 
in November of last year and when 
his automobile was found burned by 
the roadside it was at first believed 
that he had died by accident. 

Investigation revealed an extremely 
complicated love life. Experts theorized 
in court that he had become con- 
vineed that death offered about the 
only solution and had conceived the 
plan of a double which would permit 
him te “die” legally at the expense of 
another's life.

Allen bill by the house, the governor 
on three successive week-ends issued 
statements addressed to the people in 
which he reiterated opposition to the 
rental discount plan and suggested 
that at least as much as $1,000,000 
might be taken from the highway de- 
partment to meet the emergency at 
the eleemosynary - institutions, 

$400,000 Loan, 

As late as Monday, he negotiated, 
through the Atlanta Clearing House 
Association, a $400,000 loan under the 
casual emergency borrowing power 
and announced that $150,000 of the 
sum would go to the Milledgeville 
sanitarium but would apply only to 
1931 appropriations. The discount 
bill is to patially take care of deficits 
suittained in 1928, 1929 and 1930 

In a meeting of the house ways and 
means committee the first day of the 
special session, Representative J. Wes- 
ley Culpepper, chairman, suggested to 
the committee a plan to turn the ren- 
tals over to the highway board and 
borrow $5,000,000 from the depart- 
ment to pay off the state’s debts and 
relieve the emergency at the institu- 
tions. 

Representatives Willis Battle, of 
Muscogee, and Marion Allen, of Bald- 
win, offered on the floor the next day 
a bil to sell the rentals for three 
years and provide emergency relief 
for the charitable institutions. The 
committee subsequently approved a 
substitute, providing for the sale of 
10 years of warrants and a division 
of the proceeds with the common 
schools. 

This bill was read the second time 
in the house on January 28 and 
passed, by a vote of 146 to 50, on 
January 30. It went to the senate 
on February 13, was read the second 
time on February 20 and passed, on 
final reading, Tuesday after a debate 
of a solid legislative week. 

Amendment Rejected. 

By a vote of 25 to 24 the senate, 
having reached an agreement to yote, 
rejected the Goode amendment to the 
house bill which would have given the 
lion’s shares of the expected $3,450,-

consider this vote, opponents of the 
bill challenged the vote of Mrs. 
Charles FE. Cannon, fortieth district 
senator, and President Neill sustained 
the challenge because Mrs. Cannon 
was absent. She had previously, how- 
ever, obtained permission to cast her 
vote for the bill and against amend- 
ments and substitutes. On the recon- 
sideration motion the vote was.

Battle-Allen Statement. 

“We are, of course, pleased at the 
final action of the general assembly 
in passing the bill to discount the 
rentals of the Western & Atlantic 
railway.

Borah will speak tomorrow 
noon at 2 o'clock and Norris at 
same time on Thursday. 

The National Broadcasting System 
will carry the opening address to- 
morrow of Senator Norris at 10:15 
a. im. 

No place has been made on the pro- 
gram for prohibition and the senate 
independent leaders who called the 
meeting have no intention of getting 
to this controversy, feeling they have 
plenty to do in disposing of the five 
topies listed for discussion. 

These are: Agriculture, power, un- 
employment, tariff and representative 
government. 

From the discussion, the leaders 
hope to draft a legislative program 
for presentation to the next congress 
in December—a congress in which 
this group holds the balance of power.

VALDOSTA, Ga., March 10.—() 
A jury in Lowndes superior court late 
today found Allen Westberry guilty of 
murder in connection with the slaying 
of Mrs. Hettie Browning last August 
in a filling station robbery. 

There was no recommendation for 
mercy and the verdict automatically 
carries the death penalty. Judge W. 
EK. Thomas recessed court, immediate- 
ly after the verdict was received, with- 
out passing sentence. 

Mrs. Browning’s husband, W. H. 
Browning, also was slain during’ the 
robbery and four other men were in- 
dicted and are being held in connec- 
tion with the slayings. Austin West- 
berry has been convicted and sentenc- 
ed to life imprisonment in connection 
with the crime. 

The case today was given the jury 
about 1 o'clock and the verdict was 
returned after detiberation of about 
three hours. 

Arguments began. yesterday after- 

noon. followsng rebuttal testimony in 
which T. O. *Sturdivant, Atlanta -po- 
lice lieutenant, testified for the state 
concerning his presence in Thomas 
county jail when Anstin Westberry and 
Homer Padgett confronted Allen West- 
berry. Sturdivant said Austin West- 
berry and Padgett told Allen West- 
berry they had told everything and 
advised him to do likewise. The de- 
ifensant, Sturdivant said, denied knowl- 
ledge of the killings. 
‘ When the jury announced the ver- 
dict Allen Westberry said he was “as 
innocent of the crime as any new-born 
baby,” and “they have convicted an 
innocent man.”
